SAYS CORTELYOU 


Asks Advice but Will Have No 
Dictation 


Secretary of Commerce and Labor 
Resigns Immediately After His 
Election as Chairman of 
National Committee. 
Retires July 1. 


Thicago, June 23.—George B. Cortelyou 
was chosen chairman of the republican 
national committee at a meeting held to- 


day just after the adjournment of the | 10~0: @ 0-0: 


convention. 

In thanking the committee for the 
honor he told the members that while 
he would be glad to have the benefit 
of their advice and counsel, he intended 
to be chairman tin fact, 
cept no dictation, high or low. 
them that friends of the late Chairman 
Hanna were his friends and he asked 
for the same measure of confidence and 
support that had been given to the last 
chairman. 

In conclusion, he sought the advice -‘ 
both the old and new members. Mr. 


Cortelyou made no formal statement of | 


his plans. He resigned as secretary of 
commerce and labor as s00n as he 
was elected chairman the resignation to 
take effect as soon as his successor 
qualifies, which will be about July |}. 
Secretary Cortelyou will not give any 
active time to political matters until he 
retires from the cabinet. 


No Vice Chairman. 


No vice chairman will be appointed and 
the new chairman will diviee his time 
between the New York and Chicago hea? 
quarters, although some member on? +-.- 
committee will no doubt be designated 
to take charge of the headquarters jn 
this city. Headquarters will not he 
opened in either city unti the last part 
of July. Meanwhile Mr. Cortelyou ex- 
pects to select the executive committee 
and make his preliminary arrangements 
for the campaign. 

Elmer Dover, of Ohio, was named for 
eecretary by Senator Scett; Cornelius §. 
Bliss, of New York, for treasurer, by 
Governor Murphy, and William F, Stone. 
of Maryland, for seargeant-at-arms, by 
Senator McComas. All of these officers 
were unanimously reelected. 

A resolution was passed authorizing the 
chairman to appoint an executive com- 
mittee of nine, with such other officers 
as are necessary for the management cf 
the campaign. The chairman, secretary, 
treasurer and sergeant-at-arms are to be 
officers of the executive committee. 

Under this resolution the chairman is 
given absolute power in the conduct of 
the campaign,

With this in 
his hand and holding the other up to 
command silence, he advanced to the 
front and commanded the delegates to 
take their seats. The command was at 
Once obeyed. 

“The convention will be opened with 
prayer,’ he announced. 

The Rev. Thaddeus W. Snively, rector 
of St. Chrysostem clfurch, was presented 
and at Mr. Cannon's suggestion ad- 
Vanced to the front of the platform. As 
he spread forth his arms to invoke divine 
blessing the convention arose. The ani- 
mated hum of conversation ceased and 
absolute silence prevailed. 

At the conclusion of the prayer Chair- 
man Cannon presented the following an- 
nouncement through the reading clerk: 

“On the 6th day of July, at Jackson, 
Mich., there will be celebrated the fif- 
tieth anniversary of the birth of the: re- 
publican party. (Applause). The time 
when and the place where it recefved its 
name. Secretary Hay will deliver the 
principal address.” 

Senator Fairbanks and others will ad- 
dress the meeting. Then followed an an- 
nouncement that the recently held 
national convention would meet in the 
Coliseum annex immediately after the ad- 
journment of the convention. 

Chairman Cannon at once announced 
that the next order of business would be 
a roll call of the states for the nomina- 
tion of the president of the United States. 
The olerk called “‘‘Alabama’’ and im- 
mediately Oscar R. Hundley, of that 
state, mounted a chair and announced 
that Alabama requested the honor and 


privilege of yielding its place on the roll | 


to the state of New York. 

Instantly the convention was in an up- 
roar. The New York delegation was on 
its feet like one man waving their flags 
and shouting wildly. 

Ex-Governor Frank Black, of New 
York, who was to deliver the nomination 
speech in behalf of President Roosevelt, 
immediately started for the platform 
amid the wildest enthusiasm on the part 
of the delegates. As Governor Black 
reached the desk of Chairman Cannon 
he was warmly greeted by that gentle- 
man and escorted down to the front of 
the platform. Here Chairman Cannon, 
standing by the side of Mr. Black, in a 
few worde introduced him to the conven- 
tion. There was a succession of shouts 
from the convention, a paroxysm of toss- 
ing flags.a then silence and Mr. Black 
commenced his speech in behalf of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

Black a Striking Figure. 

As he confronted the convention Gov- 
ernor Black presented a striking figure.

Paris. June 23.—The foreign office has 
received a dispatch from M. Deprez, tne 
French minister at Port-au-Prince, 
Haiti, saying that while he and tne 
Germ2n minister were driving past the 
nalace yesterday they were attacked and 
stoned by soldiers forming the palace 
runard.

The most serious feature of the affair 
is that the attack was made not by an 
irresponsinle mob, but by the palace 
guard, which directly connects’ the 
Haitien government with the occurrence. 
It is understood to be the outgrowth of 
the Huitien bank trouble, which in- 
volved the incarceration by the Haitien 
‘government of certain foreign officers of 
‘the bank on a charge of misapplication 
of funds and subsequent intervention Dy 
‘the French and German governments in 
behalf or their citizens. 

More than a month ago the state de- 
‘partment was forewarned of this ap- 
prvuaching trouble by its agents in Haiti, 
and has been watching the liitle republic 
closely, keeping a naval force near at 
hand.

COMMERCE DEPARTMENT 
IS PROPOSED BY FIELDS 


Officer To Look After Immigration to Georgia--Ef- 
_ fort To Tax Stock in Foreign Corporations 
When Held in Georgia. 


N line with the recommendations con- 
| tained in Governor Terrells message, 
a bill was introduced in the house yes- 
terday by Mr. Fieids, of Dooly, looking 
to the establishment of a department of 
commerce, labor and immigration. 

The need for a department in Geor- 
Sia has been extensively discussed of 
late by the Greater Georgia Association, 
chambers of commerce al! over the 
jand by citizens ge-erally. 

Mr. Fields’ bill is quite comprehensive 
and deals fully with the sunfect. It pro- 
‘poses to place at the head of such a de- 
‘partment a competent officia} who shall 
have an office in the state capitol, This 
\officia) shall be elected by the people for 
a term of four years, and shall receive a 
‘Salary of $2,000 a year. He shall be al- 
lowed a clerk with a salary of $1,000 a 
Year. 

| The duties of this department shall be 
to encourage immigration to Georgia of 
& desirable class of farmers from the 
west, and of others who will make desir- 
able citizens.

no law in Georgia requiring the return of 
Such stock for taxation. 

Millions of dollars worth of Stock in 
corporations in other stateg is owned and 
jheld in Georgia without paying taxes, 
|Decause, it is said, there is no law to 
‘Teach it. Mr. Reid's bill is designed to

Editor Constitution: €ontinuing some 
' observations heretofore made by myself 
in reference to a change in our organic 
law regarding the mode of selecting 
'judges and solicitors general, 1 beg to

'islature presents a very fine opportunity 
| to take steps to bring about this change.

In 
the first place, I think that a change 
'to be accomplished by an amendment to

changes should be made should be by a 
constitutional convention held for that 
purpose. 
The constitution of !877 was as near 
'human perfection as it was possible to 
'be attained at the time of its adoption, 
and reflected great credit upon the states- 
manship, patriotism and wisdom of 
those. distinguished statesmen from whose 
brain it emanated; but since that time 
conditions have changed, and these 
| conditions bring about the necessity “of 
a change in the organic law. When that 
‘' clause of the constitution was inserted 
that amounts almost to an _ inhibition 
against the creation of new counties, 
there was perhaps then no necessity for 
new counties, but since that time with 
'the large increase of population and 
| wealth, a change is not only desirable, 
but looks like almost a necessity. There 
are people in the southern portion of this 
State who have to go at least 30 miles 
to reach their county seat where the 
public business is being transacted. When 
the constitution was first adopted a great 
many counties in this portion of the 
| state were very sparsely settled, and it 
required a considerable amount of terri- 
tory to embrace the number of people 
and the wealth that was necessary to 
| successfully carry on the business of ; 
county organization, ltut in these coun- 
ties since the date af the adoption of the 
' constitution there has been a largé@ in- 
'erease of population and wealth, in fact, 
the population and wealth of the coun- 
ties since that date has increased four- 
fold and mvre in a great many instances: 
and with this increase of population and 
wealth there is a necessity %or an in- 
crease of new counties.

Judge Calhoun Says Shop Pre- 
scriptions Won't be Recosnized 


Drug Stores That Dish Out Drug to 
“Coke Sniffers’ Have Physician 
Ready So as To Evade 
the Law — Judge’s 
Ruling. 


Under a ruling made by Judge Calhoun 
in the criminal] court yesterday morn- 
ing, the places where cocaine is sold to 
people addicted to the use of the poison- 
ous drug must go out of the business, 
or be ready for a conviction when evi- 
dence is found against them. 

The ruling was that the subterfuge 
used by such resorts by which alleged 
prescriptions are given will no longer be 
tolerated in Judge Calhoun’s court. 

The law says that cocaine and similar 
Grugs cannot be sold except under cer- 
tain restrictions, and one of them is that 
the purchaser of the drug must : a 
prescription from a physician.

To this there was a demurrer and the 
answer was made that the superior court 
had no jurisdiction to grant such an in- 
junction as was prayed for and that it 
was against the spirit of the law and 
against sound public policy to require the 
solicitor general to appear in the re- 
corder’s court in all nuisance proceed- 
ings. 

Many years ago a law was enacted 
which required solicitors to appear itn all 
cases of nuisances, but Judge Hillyer 
pointed out that such a law was neces- 
Sary long ago to protect citizens from 
malicious prosecutions and that it would 
be unsound and against the spirit of the 
law to hold that Solicitor Hill had to 
appear in the police court whenever a 
fence was to be moved from a street or 
Other nuisance abated.
